Jefferson Jackson, nick-named "Stonewall" 
by reason of his taking advantage of such 
rough structures when he was defeated by 
Shields near Winchester. But, altbongb 
beaten, be would not say so. His rapid 
pursuit of Banks, and bis well conducted 
retreat, turning, and standing at bay with 
sharp and well-directed fangs ai his pur- 
suers closed upon him, show judgment, cool- 
ness and tenacity such as no rebel has dis- 
played during the war. From one who 
knew him well before tbe war, we have 
learned certain traits of bis ebsracter which 
will throw light npon bis conduct during 
the present campaign. He is a graduate of 
West Point and participated in the Mexi- 
can War. He is a slow man intellectually 
(whatever he may be otherwise), hut ex- 
tremely firm snd tenacious of purpose. — 
His brsvery is nnqoestioned. Daring the 
battle of Cbapoltepec, where he comman- 
ded s section of Magruder*s battery, attach- 
ed to Pillow*s diTision, he wss ordered by 
that division commanded to withdraw his 
section, as, secording to Pillow*s idea, it 
was too mueh exposed.

'But the Constitution cannot he maintain- 
ed, nor the Union preserved, in opposition 
to public feeling, by the mere exertion of 
the coercive powers confided to the General 
Government. The foundations must be 
laid in the affections of the people; in the 
security it gives to life, liberty and property 
in every quarter of the country; and in tbe 
fraternal attachments which the citizens of 
the several States bear one to another, as j 
members of one political family, mutually j 
contributiiig to promote the happiness of 
each other. Hence, the citizens of each 
State should studionsty avoid everything 
calculated to wonnd the sensibility or offend . 
the just pride of the people of other States; 
and they should frown upon any proceed- 
ings within their own borders likely to dis- 
turb tbe tranquility of their political brethren 
in other portions of the Union. 

In a country so extensive ss the United 
States, and with pursuits so varied, the in- 
ternal regulations of the several States must 
frequently differ from one another in import- 
ant particulars; and this difference is un- 
av^dably increased by the varying prin- 
ciples upon which the American colonies 
were originally planted; principles which 
had taken deep root in their social relations 
before the Revolution, and therefore, of ne- 
cessity , influencing their policy since they 
became free and independant Slates. But 
each State has the unquestionable right *o 
regulate its own internal co.TCcrns according 
to ito own pleasure; and while it does not 
interfere with the rights of tbe people of fierce^ for 
other States or of tbe Union, every State 
must be the sole judge of the measures 
proper to secure tbe safety of its citizens 
and promote their happiness; and all efforts
